This  university  represents  a  new  ven¬ 
ture  in  that  it  is  the  first  non-sectarian 
institution  of  higher  learning  to  be 
established  with  Jewish  funds  in  the 
United  States. 

Helped  to  Found  Hillel  Movement 

Dr.  Saehar  was  born  in  New  York 
City  in  1899.  He  received  his  B.A.  and 
M.A.  degrees  from  Washington  Univer¬ 
sity,  and  his  Doctor  of  Philosophy  from 
Cambridge. 

He  was  one  of  the  pioneers  of  Hillel 
Foundation  movement  which  began  at 
the  University  of  Illinois,  and  has  grown 
to  183  campuses.  These  B’nai  B’rith 
units  serve  the  religious,  cultural,  social 
and  interfaith  needs  of  Jewish  students. 
From  1928  to  1933  he  was  Director  of 
B’nai  Brith  Hillel  Foundation  at  the 
University  of  Illinois  and,  from  1933  to 
last  year,  was  National  Director  of  Hillel 
Foundations. 

In  1943  Dr.  Saehar  received  an  hon¬ 
orary  Doctor  of  Humanities  degree  from 
Illinois  Wesleyan  University  in  tribute  to 
the  impact  he  made  on  Christian  students 
who  attended  University  of  Illinois  and 
had  been  influenced  by  Hillel  courses 
there.  In  1945  he  got  an  honorary  Doc¬ 
tor  of  Hebrew  Letters  degree  from  He¬ 
brew  Union  College. 

Well-Known  Author 

In  1929  Dr.  Saehar  published  a  well- 
known  one-volume  “A  History  of  the 
Jews ”  (now  in  13th  printing)  ;  in  1939, 
“ Sufferance  is  the  Badge,”  a  history  of 
contemporary  Jewish  life.  He  also  has 
contributed  to  New  Republic,  Saturday 
Review  of  Literature,  Books  of  the  Newr 
York  Herald  Tribune,  Menorah  Journal, 
Current  History,  Journal  of  Modern  His¬ 
tory,  and  other  organs  of  opinion.

WILL  my  son  and  daughter  ever 
walk  into  a  Synagogue  when  they 
are  my  age?  I  am  certain  that  many  of 
us  have  asked  this  searching  question  in 
moments  of  speculation  about  the  kind 
of  Jews  our  children  are  likely  to  be.  In 
recent  weeks  a  few  of  us  who  are  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  progress  of  our  Junior 
Congregation  have  been  vitally  con¬ 
cerned  about  the  prospects  for  filling  our 
pews  in  the  next  decades.  Despite  our 
present  “prosperity”  in  activities  and 
general  participation  the  Junior  Congre¬ 
gation  still  attracts  only  a  ycliidei  sgulah, 
a  valiant  few  who  in  regularity  of  at¬ 
tendance  and  love  for  the  Services  are 
inspiring  to  behold.  One  does  not  have  to 
be  an  Isaiah  to  prognosticate  that  empty 
pews  in  the  Junior  Congregation  are  a 
sure  augur  of  empty  pews  in  years  to 
come.  I  have  my  doubts  if  the  youngsters 
who  have  never  attended  Junior  Congre¬ 
gation  will  ever  attend  High  Holyday 
services. 

As  I  was  musing  about  the  problem  a 
letter  reached  me,  signed  by  Robert  Rif¬ 
kind,  tbe  twelve  year  old  son  of  the  Si¬ 
mon  Rifkinds,  who  is  an  officer  of  the 
Junior  Congregation.  I  quote  it  ver¬ 
batim: 

“My  dear  Rabbi  Kertzer:

ing  has  been  accomplished  and,  if  any¬ 
thing,  we  are  losing  ground  in  respect 
to  attendance. 

The  remaining  members  have  now  or¬ 
ganized  into  two  committees.  The  first, 
a  membership  and  publicity  committee 
and  tbe  second,  a  religious  and  program 
committee  to  revise  our  prayer  book  and 
in  other  ways  improve  our  service.  How¬ 
ever,  we  feel  that  it  is  impossible  for  us 
to  succeed  without  the  express  aid  of 
you  and  Mr.  Leichtling. 

Furthermore,  it  is  felt  that  it  is  nei¬ 
ther  in  our  capacity  nor  our  duty  to 
undertake  the  enlarging  of  our  congre¬ 
gation.  However,  we  would  be  more  than 
glad  to  aid  in  facilitating  the  achieve¬ 
ment  of  this  objective  by  improving  our 
service  or  by  any  other  method. 

In  regard  to  improving  the  service  it¬ 
self  we  have  taken  several  steps  all  of 
which  need  your  approval.

Hahn  has  in  some  way  acquired  some 
musical  records  which  we  shall  play  next 
Saturday.  We  feel  it  would  be  possible  to 
improve  our  service  even  further  if  you, 
Rabbi  Steinberg,  Cantor  Putterman  and 
the  choir  would  come  down  to  us  oc¬ 
casionally.
